HOW TO CHECK AND ADJUST 


STEERING WHEEL** ALIGNMENT 


Steering Gear Should Be 


( Inspected Now 


The pleasure of driving can be marred a. great deal if your car is hard 


to steer or the front wheels start wobbling, for this starts a vibration 
it the steering wheel which soon tires your wrists and tries your 
nerves. In addition to the discomfort of driving a car that steers hard 
you arc liable to have a heavy bill for front tires. If the alignment of 
the fror.t wheels i? r.ct rorrr;-\ the front tirr^ will !•<• GROUND clown 
owing to the scruffing action which is set up. This acts in much the \ 
same, way an emery wheel would act if it were brought in contact with ! 
the treads of the tires. If you find that you are getting very poor mile- 
age from your front tires, do not blame the tires before you check up 
the. front wheel alignment. 


In addition to the discomfort of 


driving a car that has wobbly 
front wheels and that steers hard, 
you are taking rhances that may 
.cause a bad accident. When the 
steering gear and connections are 
not kept lubricated propcrlv, they 
start to wear very quickly and 
rattle badly. This play in the con- 
nections starts crystalization in 
the steel in the steering arms, 
steering knuckles and

Why the Simple Life 


Aids In "Shaking Palsy"

CORRESPONDENT has asked me to write 


on shaking palsy or "paralysis agitans," a; 
the doctor calls it. 


This man asked me if it is a disease commonly 


found in several members of the same family. 


Let me answer this question first: 
While two members of the same family may 


suffer from paralysis agitans, that fact 5s merely 
a coincidence. 
This disease is not contagious or 


inherited. 


There is many a disease the cause of which is 


unknown. 
Paralysis agitans is one of these. 


The contributing causes are many. 
Long-continued emotional ex- 


citement, worry, grief, hardships,-*- 
*

suffering from some organic disease 
and injury to a nerve cr nerves, are 
among the most common. 


The first symptom of this trouble 


usually noticed is 
uncontrollable 


shaking of the hands. 
It rapidly 


progresses, ultimately affecting the 
lower limbs. In some eases there is 
a constant shaking of the head. The 
gait is affected. 
It becomes diffi- 


cult for the affected person to walk 
in a straight line. 


On the other hand, there may be, 
instead of the palsy, a rigidity of 
certain muscles. This rigidity may 
be confined to one side of the body 
only. 


If it is at all possible the affected 


person should go on with his regu- 
lar routine of work. This occupies 
the mind and. if the work is of a 
pleasant nature, passes the lime 
agreeably. 


In the treatment of this condition 


environment plays a large part. 
Try to remove the patient from any 
disturbing atmosphere. Worry and 
petty annoyances must be avoided. 


Many persons so afflicted find a 
warm 
climate 
beneficial. 
This 


change may not be available in every 
case, but the room temperature can, 
to a large extent, be governed. 


AViirm baths and warm drinks be- 


fore retiring are also soothing. 


Sometimes massage is beneficial, 


but whether it is or not, depends on 
the individual. 


Over-fatigue must be avoided at 


all times, but particularly so toward 
the end of the day. If the patient 
goes to bed over-tired, a sleepless 
night is usually in store for him. 
This makes his symptoms worse. 


While little hope can be held out 


for a cure in paralysis agitjns, 
much can be done to arrest its 
progress. 
The medication must be prescribed 
by the doctor. In most cases it is 
given hypodermic-ally. 
Fresh air, sunshine. 
plenty of 


sleep, good, simple, nourishing food 
—all these play a most important 
part in the treatment of this uncom- 
fortable and annoying disease.
